INDO-CHINA. 


Renewal of Privileges 
: Under. Discussion. 


¥ Paris, Dec. 8, 1930. 

The Financial Commission of the 
Chamber of Deputies heard M. 
Candace on the subject of the bill 
relative to the renewal of tha 
privileges of the Banque de |’Indo- 
Chine, a matter which had been 
postponed as the result of certain 
observations by M. Tinguy du 
Pouet. 

The bank agreed that the new 
shares should be divided pro rata 
among the former shareholders. 
M. Tinguy do Pouet declared that 
he was completely satisfied on this 
point. 

With a view to protecting the 
rights of the state for the futurs 
on the subject of excess-profits, M. 
Tinguy de Pouet proposed the in- 
troduction into the bil of a prov 
vision stipulating that on the day 
when excess profita permitted the 
distribution to shareholders of -a 
net dividend double that of 1929 
the new convention would be used 
for dividing the surplus. 

This: proposition was lost by six 
votes ‘to five.. The Commission de+ 
cided in favour of the raport pre- 
sented by the Colonial Commission. 


The Hamilton Bridge Company 
has been awarded the contract by 
the Temiskaming and Northern 
Ontario Rallway Commission for 
the construction of the Moose River 
bridge.’ The order. involves -the 
fabrication of sbout 2,000 tons cf 
structural steel, the length of the 
bridge being 1,830 feet.

IMPORTS FROM GREAT 
* BRITAIN, 


Siam imports a4 tairly large 
amount of industrial * machinery 
annually, although ‘the market is 
confined to the requirements of tha 
tin mining, lumbering, and saw 
milling and rice cultivation, har- 
vesting and milling industries. 
Railway construction and opera 
tlon and the development of Irriga- 
tion. works by the Government als? 
require considerable material, 

More than one-third of the value 
of machinery imported into Siam 
consists of equipment for .dredgy 
ing, which is imported for use by 
the tin mining industry. This 
equipment {sg supplied to the extent 
of about 30 per cent. by British 
manufacturers, and the Dutch ala 
share in the market. Excluding 
dredging equipment it appears 
that prime movers comprise the 
bulk of ‘Siam’s importa of 
machinery, and in this field the: 
United States has. an important 
share of the businegs. 

During the four years up to and 
including. ‘1928-29 prime movers 
constituted well over half of the 
total imports of machinery other 


than dredges, and in 1928-29 this: 


proportion exceeded 61 per cent, 
representing ao value of about 
£350,000. The American share in 
the total Imports” of machinery 
other than dredges amounted in 
1928-29 to 30 per cent., as compar- 
ed with 21.2 per cent. by the 
United Kingdom and 31.1 per cent. 
Over a perlod of 
years United Kingdom supplies 
show a notable decline, whereas 
those from the United States and 
Germany have increased very con- 
siderably, 

Among the various types of 
prime movers imported the moat 
important group is, classified as

Ls HEALTH OFFICER'S TESTS. 


Experiments conducted by Dr. 
R. B, Wallace, Medical Officer’ on 
Dublin Estate, Kedah, in connec- 
tion with antl-malariat measures 
are described in the Malayan 
Medical Journal. During the last 
three months of 1928 anti-malarial 
oiling was ‘reduced on certain 
divisions of two estates of this 
group from a half mile to a 
quarter mile radius, The primary 
object was to see if the existing 
high anti-malarial .costa could. be 
reduced during the “quiet” season, 
without any increase in malaria. 
The experiment was successful. 
There was considerable saving in 
expenditure with no increase in 
the malaria rate. 
was a definite fall. 

After detailed explanation of the 
results Dr. Wallace concludes: A 
definite malaria season from 
March to September approximate- 
ly, has been very evident in the 
past few years, says 
Press." 

It would appear from a practical 
point of view that there jis a cer- 
ltain time of the year after the 
usual malarial season,’ when a! 
maculetus either docs not cause ins 
fection, or its pathogenicity or. 
susceptibility t to infection is at its! 
lowest. 

Larvictdal migisures, therefore, | 
appear to be unnecessary during | 
this period. 

The Old School and the Nene 

On this .the Editor of the 
Malayan Medical Journal com- 
ments as follows: That the 
original discoveries of the trans- 
mission of malaria should have 
been ringed about by heated con- 
troversy was, perhaps, an omen 
that similar feelings, 


in some manner become tradition. 
That there should have been 
violent disagreement in the past is 
to be regretted; but quite recently 
readers of the medical’ press have 
been somewhat bewildered by a 
modern argument in whtch the 
terms “old” and “new school” are 
employed, 

It ig difficult to understand why 
such a controversy should ‘have 
arisen, because continual additions 
have been made to our knowledge 
of the prevention and treatment of 
malaria since the initial dis« 
coverles were made and differen- 
tation of: the workers, into “old” 
and “new” achools is misleading. 
The so-called “old school” has 
curried out magnificent work on 
which the present method of con- 
trol in Malaya are based and any. 
quarrel with the new “school holds 
the view that in many -. countries 
these measures cannot be. executed 
owing to lack of funds and that 
therefore some cheaper method, 
based on an extended and deeper 
study of the problom must be 
evolved, Nevertheless, their argu- 
ments are not always based on 
carefully controlled. experlments

in the past and investigation Ap: 
. pears to be more urgently neces- 
i sary than ever, especially if as a 
result cheaper methods of equiva: 
lent efficiency can be introduced. 
We publish in this number a paper 
by Dr. R. B. Wallace, DiS.0., M.C., 
which Indicates that anti-larval 
measures, at certain times and in 
certain localities, may be meglected 
in spite of a resultant 
Increases in the breeding 
of Anopheles maculatus with- 
out correspondent {ncrease in 
the malaria rate. What factors are 


!concerned in this result Dr. Wal- 


lace does not pretend to explain 
but his findings are significant, 
While we do not yet consider Dr. 
Wallace's thesis as proved, wo 
would emphasise that he appears 
to have saved a considerable sum 
of money and we commend his 
courage In putting. his theories to 
experimental test. 

That there are many factors in 
this complex mechanism of malaria, 
transmission which are still un- 
known has been’ further emphasis- 
ed and the indication that larval 
surveys olone may not always pro- 
vide the necessary. jnformation is 
drawn attention to in an article by 
Professor B. A. R. Gater, who com. 
ments on some of the figures in Dr. 
Wallace’s table. ;

‘BOGUS MERCHANT'S FANTASTIC 
CLAY . s

Karachi, Noy, 14. 

“I am the Robin Hood of 
Karachi,” wrote a Karachi mer- 
chant in the course of a letter ho 
left behind on absconding from the 
city after committing a series of 
frauds and forgeries and having 
| robbed several Karachi merchants 
of about Ra, 26,000 within the very 
short period of his stay in Karachi. 

It. appears that a bogus firm 
styled Kantilal Chimanlal was 
opened in the New Cloth Market, 
Karachi, a few. weeks ago. The 
busineas premises were — well 
furnished, there being an fron safe, 
chairs, benches, etc., to show that 
it was a well-connected concern. 
The firm opened business connec. 
tions with several local merchants 
in Karachi and by a regular system 
of thefts of hundies and rallway 
recolpts, which arrived by post ad+ 
dressed to several merchants, the 
bogus firm obtained large sums of 
money. One day the manager of 
the so-called firm’ suddenly disap- 
peared, 

Over twenty merchants ‘had a 
galling experience, They found to 
thelr amazement that their railway 
receipts and -hundies had not 
reached them and that a third 
party had stolen the same and thug 
deprived them of their payments, 
It is suspected that the thefts of 
letters and hundics had odcurred 
at the General Post Office. . 

The business premises of the 
firm were found locked up for’ 
several days past and the aggriev- 
ed: parties sought the aid. of the 
police, who broke open the lock 
and found an iron safe and furni- 
ture lying Jn the premises. A very 
long letter in Gujrati characters 
was recovered from the room. The 
letter stated that ho was-a “Robin 
Hood" and had taken the money of 
those rich men who would not help 
the poor, ete. The police 
have seized the sign board and 
other movable property on the 
premises. ‘One of the complainants 
is Bhai Pursomal Basarmal Khatri.

CHURCH UNITY. 


Archbishop Earesees a 
Common Council. 


DR. LANG'S VISION. 


Dealing with the subject of 
Church unity, addressing the Lower 
House of the Convocation of Can- 
ferbury, Dr. Lang said that an 
impression seeméd to have got 
abroad that the Conference of 1930 
in some way went back, from the 
Conference of 1920, “There ia no 
foundation for such an impres- 
‘sion,” he stated. Me 

The door which was opencd dn 
1920, Dr. Lang added, had not been 
closed in 1930, but it was now a 
door leading ito a definite road that 
followed a definite ideal. 

“What causes trouble and dis- 
appointment to many af us,” Dr, 
Lang said, “is to realise that most 
of our Free Church friends -have 
never really entered that door at 
all.

One ts that those - chiefly 
interested in reunion between our- 
selves and the Free’ Churches must 
recover fdll mutual understanding, 
even at the cost of emphasising 
differences, before we can fruitful- 
ly discuss further the way to re- 
unton. . nas 

“The other is that the point at 
issue {s not the clafm of this, that, 
or .another principle’ of Church 
order, but the bearing of the whole 
question of Order upon the life of 
the Church as a spiritual society.

Endeavour to Scale 
Mt. Kamet. ~ 


“BRITISH EXPEDITION. 


Details of the 
pedition to the Himalayan Mouri- 
taing were explained 
recently by Mr. Frank 8, Smythe, 
the explorer who has organised an 
expedition to climb the hitherto un- 
conquered Mount Kamet, which is 
25,481 feet high. 

Mr. Smythe will be accompanied 
by Mr. R. L. Holdsworth, a master 
at Harrow, Squadron-Leader E, B. 
Beauman, of Camberley Staff Col- 
lege, and Dr. Raymond Greene, of 
Oxford, formerly president of the 
Oxford University Alpine Club. 

Outlining some of the difficulties 
the expedition will encounter, Mr. 
Smythe said: : : 

“We shall.atart from ‘Almora at 
the enst base of the mountain. 
Some weeks will .be spent 
survey. of part of the unexplored 
country north and west of Kamet, 
and the ascent will be tried early 
in May before the monsoon season 
begins. 


Lightness and Speed. 

“The success of the “expedition 
will largely rest on its lightness 
and speed, and with that view it is 
being kept os small as possible. ‘I 


expect that we shall be joined by)” 


other mountaineers in India, and 
porters will be brought from 
Darjeeling. Given decent weather 
I am confident that we shall succeed. 

“We shall have to encounter the 
opposition of superstition. Bud- 
dhists believe that the mountain 
tops are the homes of the goda, and 
that a strange race of extraordin- 
ary ape-like men—the snowmen— 
inhabit the mountains, I hope to 
be able to break down these beliefs. 

“If we accomplish the ascent, we 
shall have ascended the first peak 
of 25,000 fect, of which there are 
30 or 40 alone in the Himalayas. 
The highest-penak reached yet {8 
Jonsong (24,344-ft.), which an ex- 
pedition, of which I was'a member, 
scaled last year. 

“We shall have to climb through 
10,000 feet of snow, but that, to a 
great extent, depends on, the wea- 
ther. . We expect to reach the snow 
at a height of 16,000 feet, but it is 
probable that it may be at ‘10,000 
feet. 

“We shall make a film of the ex- 
pedition, and do topographical and 
botanical work. 
a private one.”

According to the Daily Tele- 
graph, the Norwegian steamer 
Tricolor, which was yesterday re- 
ported in a measage from Colombo 
to have sunk as the result of an 
explosion, was carrying arms and 
ammunition to China, 

She was a 6,000-ton vessel re- 
gistered at Tonsberg. 

It is understood that the Lon- 
don marine insurance market will 
lose at least £300,000 including 
£110,000 on the hull as a result of 
the sinking of the ship. 

' Details of the sinking are 
scanty. Colombo reports atate 
that the origin of the explosion, 
which occurred a few hours after 
the ship left Colombo, is unknown, 
but it is believed that the vessel 
sank a few minutes after the ex- 
plosion. , 

Of the twelve people on board, 
one is missing, the survivors be- 
ing taken off by the Messageries 
Maritimes 6.8. Porthos. 

Forty-two Survivors, 
' Shanghai, Later. 

The Shanghai agents of the 
Tricolor have received a telegram

3.8. Porthos picked up 42 survivors 
from the doomed ship, 

The missing are Captain Wold, 
the third officer, Mr. Holst, one 

motorman, one sailor and a pas- 
senger named Doxrud. 
Dramatic Spectacte, 
Colombo, Yesterday. 

.Crowds of people ashore saw 
the :dramatic' spectacle of the 
Tricolor, when four miles out, 
suddenly emit a sheet of flame, 
after which the vessel was en- 
veloped in dense smoke, finally dis- 
sipated by a terrific explosion, the 
suddenness of which did not give 
the crew time to take to’the boats. 

The Porthos was nearby, and 
picked up the survivors from the 
water. 

The. P. and’ O, 8.8. Naldera, ar- 
riving , . later, unsuccessfully 
searched for more survivors.—

STOLEN FROM SAFE.

on the P. and O, liner Cathay at 
‘Pyrmant carly, this morning has 
provided another sorious problem 
for the police. Surprised at work 
jin the darkened office of the purser, 
they throttled him and beat him 


into insensibility. They then stole 
£370 in Australian notes, but dis- 
carded £600 in EngHsh money. 
Mr, John Outram, 26 years the 
purser, was ashore on Saturday’ 
night with relatives, and returned 
to’ the Cathay shortly after mid- 
night. 
entrance leading to his office on B 
deck, opened the door, turned on 
the light from a switch, took -off 
his hat and coat, and walked out 
egain to go to his sleeping quarters, 
The ship was fully lighted for a 
dance, which was held on the deck 
twonty yards through an alleyway 
from the office, and there were 260 
guests. Among them too, were 
many men and women, with whom 
the crew were unacquainted. 
Outram was away no longer than 
a minute, and when he returned he 
noticed that the lights were out and 
the door was ajar. As soon ashis 
right foot crossed the threshold, 
two hands gripped him ° 
the neck, pulled him 
his balance, and =~ dragged 
him into the cabin which was 
pitch dark. Outram started . to 
wrestle with the man, and succeed: 
ed in tripping his attacker, who 
dragged him down to the floor with 
him.’ Then another man took a 


hand; and grabbing Outram by the| 


reck with both hands, banged his 
head several times. hard on to the 
floor. 

With desperate efforts, Outeain 
released himself from the grips 
uy which he was clutched. The 
fight, progressed: for ten. minutes, 
when the purser, still handicapped 
by the daikness and the uneven en- 
counter, -managed to atruggle to his 
feat. He was promptly felled by 
e blow'on the left temple, and 
knocked ont. His head crashed 
against the edge of an organ, 
which, with every other piece of. 
furniture in the room, was-knocked 
over during the struggle.’

In Inter years it was 
asked whether this enquiry be or 
be not extended to the Bast. 
Favourable answers being received 
from most of the nations concern- 
ed, a travelling commission was 
appointed, and their reception in 
the three countries so ‘far visited 
had been. exceptionally kind, (Ap- 
plause). 
Goal of. Modern Science. 

Mr, Johnson then called upon a 
colleague’ in Dr, Sundquist, who, In 
the course of a short speech, ox- 
pressed her admiration of the 
beauty of the Enst, and in parti- 
cular Hong Kong. After paying a 
tribute to the value of modern 
hygiene and acience in improving 
living conditions in the East, she 
expressed the hope that the future 
goal of modern acience would be to 
save life, and not to ‘destroy It.

China ‘was in a state of transi- 
tion now, the speaker went on, but 
the political achievements ‘of old 
China ‘might well be repeated. In 
Old China the criterion of a mon 
was not his birth or his rlehes 
but the degree’ of his intellectual 
capacity, which was. measured by 
the famous Chinese examinationa, 
It was certainly a very one-sided

ST. GEORGE'S BALL. 


ENGLISHMEN CELEBRATE A’ 
GREAT OCCASION. 


TWELFTH NIGHT. 


Tired eyelids drooped wearily on 
tired eyes at three o'clock this 
morning, when stragglers from the 
St. George's Ball left the Peninaula 
Hotel for o Inst minute dash for 
the Ferry. As wo are told, the 
Ball is one of the Colony’s outatand- 
ing social events. Without nauseat- 
Ing the reader with a description 
of the menu, or giving the Band 
programme in full, it-may be aaid 
that the refreshments were as good 
as the company, and that the music 
was played in a manner which 
pleased even the best dancers in the 
Colony,’ prominent among whom, of 
course, it Miss Eileen Stubbings, 
who danced with H.R.H. the Prince 
of Wales during his visit hero, 

‘Valiant St. George. 
The decorations, which, if they 
were not the same, resembled those 
of Jast year’s Ball and of the year 
before, consisted principally of the 
coats of arms of the major, counties 
of England, whilst a full-length 
portrait of St. George, a Uttle pale 
but still vallant, appropriately look- 
ed down from the dais, protecting 
the company from indecorum. A 
number of the older people left the 
Ball soon after 11.30, possibly hav- 
ing been exhausted by the Lancers, 
which they would insist upon daing. 
and very gracefully; too, in spite of 
the fact that many of them had 
not danced it for 20 years. When 
the men ‘were not dancing they 
were often to be found in “Ye Rose 
and Crown,” which some wit had 
decorated with signs bearing such 
titles . as “illicit still,” and 
2 novelty of this Union Jack draped 
hostelry was a supply of. cherry- 
wood pipes and tobacco, in addition 
to the usual gratis cigarettes and 
cigars.. The novelty «caught on, 
and scores of men in , scarlet mess 
jackets were to be scen blowing 
clouds of tobacoo smoke with the 
zest of “natives.” What they did 
with the pipes afterward, and whe- 
ther their partners 
odorous weed, are secrets better

the supper room, escorted by beef- 
eaters and heralded by a fanfare 
from the trumpeters, Mr. <A. 
Thornhill carried in the boar’s head

Incitement Against 
Foreigners. - 


Berlin, Oct.’ 22. 

The Blue Expreas now being 
shown at the Mozartsaal, in Berlln, 
is the latest film produced by the 
official Soviet Film Company, Sov~- 
kino, of Mocow, in the Interest of 
the world revolution. It incites the 
Chinese to violence’ against white 
residents, and if the lawlesa ele- 
iments {n the interlor need any ins- 
‘piration to attack trains or shoot 
jmisaionaries the Blue Express sup» 
The possibilities offered 
by a raid on a trans-Siberian ex- 
press, for instanco,, are skilfully 
Suggested: pie . 

The action takes place in-the 
“Blue Express” as it’ rushes 
through the night over a line 
j“connecting a Chinese city with the 
frontier.” Glimpses of the various 
coaches. show, in the first class 
‘white people eating, drinking, and 
ldancing! Among them are “con- 
‘cessionnatres, financiers, and ad-+ 
jventurers”; o priest, two women 
missionaries, and the white “Pre- 
sident of a Chinese Province,”

‘class tre the bourgeoise, Chinese 
merchants and students depicted as
